The called meeting of the city council 


was held last night, Mayor Kanan and all 
the aldermen present. 


On motion of Aid. Harwood the rules 


were suspended for the immediate con- 
sideration of the gas question. As chair- 
man of the special committee Mr. Har- 
wood stated that said committee had no 
report to make, as they could not agree 
upon a report, and he asked that the 
committee be discharged. 


Aid. Harwood then introduced a reso- 


lution that the price be fixed at $1.90, 
the exclusive right to be set aside, and 
moved its adoption. Aid. Simpson sec- 
onded the motion. Aid. Metz moved to 
amend that the resolution be laid on the 
table. Seconded by Shoemaker and Fer- 
guson. The motion to lay the Harwood 
resolution on the table was carried by a 
vote of 7 to 3—Aid. Harwood, Moffet and 
Simpson voting in the negative, Fergu- 
son, 
Foster, Metz, Muzzy, Park, Shoe- 


maker and Whitsel voting in the affirma- 
tive. 
The Metz amendment that the Har- 


wood resolution be laid on the table 
choked off ail discussion, as the motion 
to lay on the table was not debable. 
However, by general consent, there was 
some lively cross-firing. Harwood briefly 
reviewed the history of the gas company, 
pointing to the enterprise of the stock- 
holders at a time when Decatur was try- 
ing to secure the state capitol in 1867, in 
putting their money into the plant and 
thus boom the city. He held that it was 
simply just that the company should have 
a fair profit, and he was willing to do the 
fair thing by them. It has been charged 
that Mr. Farnum, of Boston, owns 50 per 
cent, of the $100,000 capital stock, where- 
as he owns but $27,000 of the stock. We 
should not drive foreign capital out of 
the town. We should invite it to come 
here. We need it. Danville people con- 
sume more gas, but they pay at the rate 
of $2 a thousand. Only those who use 
50,000 feet get the $1.50 rate, and there 
are but two firms that use that much gas. 
Iu Decatur parties who use 35,000 feet 
get it at the rate of $1.75. The speaker 
knew that during the past 18 years the 
dividends of the Decatur company aver- 
aged but 5 per cent., and part of the 
tune only 1% per cent. He was in favor 
of fair treatment. 
Aid. Metz didn't think that the fact 
that gas in Decatur selling at $2.10 
would bring in foreign capital. Let the 
gas company try it awhile at the $1.50 
rate. Don't be in n hurry. Let the 
company extend the mains, and they 
would get more consumers. He was not 
ready now to make any concessions, nor 
do away with the contract that exists. 


Aid. Moffet took general exceptions to 


the remarks of Mr. Metz, and said that 
the plant hod been built and maintained 
largely by our own citizens. They had 
put their own money in it, and while 
none of iis are bound to use the gas, it 
would look much better for the council 
to treat the gentlemen fairly. 
Aid. Shoemaker stated that the gas 


company had gone along for many years 
and taken more money for gas than they 
were entitled to, and since the courts 
have decided the matter we have no 
right to do anything in the case. If the 
company cannot furnish gas at $1.50 let 
them shut down the works and let some- 
body else take hold. They made the 
contract with their eyes open. Let them 
abide by it. 
. 
Aid. Moffet put this question to Shoe- 


maker: Suppose this city council or the 
legislature should make a contract with 
Shoemaker that he should do carpenter 
work at a dollar a day, would be be bound 
by it? Not much. No one is compelled 
to buy gas of the company. No one need 
buy a brick of me if they don't want to. 
The supreme court in deciding the case 
didn't figure on the cost of making gas in 
Decatur. They don't know what it costs 
and neither do I, but I believe the state- 
ments made by the company. 
Shoemaker—The supreme court decid- 


ed simply as to the law in the case, not 
on the cost. 
Moffet—Yes; but why did the supreme 


court reverse its decision on the loan and 
building associations? 
Because they 


had made a mistake, and to-day the asso- 
ciations are running all over the state. 
The courts are not infallible. They are 
iable to err. 
Aid. Muzzy said he had been mightily 


puzzled about the gas question. His bet- 
ter impression was that the council had 


jht to fix the price. As to the

We have 
gone back on the promise—taking $300 a 
month from the company's revenue. The 
depots and saloons have cut off consump- 
tion, and certainly the company is en- 
titled to sympathy. We put up $10,000 
to find coal, but there was no law for 
that; and we gave the Wabash $15,000 in 
water to get shops, and there was no law 
for that.
